Chicago, 111., July 18—(JP)—Illi- 
nois workers will be eligible for a 
maximum of $25 a week in jobless 
pay awards effective April 1, 1950.

The present weakly ceiling is $20

The change permits workers to col- 
lect up to $650 during a year in- 
stead of the present $520.

Their new minimum 
will be' one-fourth of one percent, 
instead of one-half of one percent. 


The maximum contribution rate 
will go down from 3.6 to 2.7 percent.

In Haigh's purported 
statement 
read by Sir David, he said lie lured 
Mrs. Durand-Deacon to a suburban 
factory warehouse and shot her in 
the back of the ncck.

I think 
with a penknife, in the side of the 
neck and collected a glass of blood, 
which I drank."

' Both sunstroke and heat exhaus- 
tion are serious conditions. It is far 
.¡better to prevent than to treat them. 
I All that is necessary is to avoid ex- 
posure. Except for the occasional 
¡person who cannot avoid the heat 
I there is no excuse for getting these 
^unfortunate reactions at all. 
j In serious sunstroke or heatstroke, 
¡there is complete loss of conscious- 
'ness. The face develops a peculiar 
red flush and the skin is hot and 
dry. Fever, sometimes up to 109 
degrees or more, may be present. 
Both the pulse and breathing are; 
abnormal. It is a highly dangerous j 
condition.

If the victim can be kept alive for j 
two days recovery is probable. How- 
ever, one attack increases the sus-! 
ceptibility to heat in the future. In

which the body has of maintaining 
its heat regulation seem to be en- 
tirely upset. It calls for prompt and 
even radical treatment. 
Heat Exhaustion 


Heat exhaustion is a less severe; peeble down, 
reaction to hot sun or excessive heat.j 
It is related to sunstrok; and shades j 
gradually into the mor-3 serious con- i 
dition. However, most physicians dif-j 
ferentiate between heat exhaustion; 
and sunstroke because the latter is, 
so much more dangerous.
